Hebron Jews demand

Over the Sabbath, Jewish ser- 
vices at the Machpela were con- 
ducted in an orderly manner and 
without interference from the army 
authorities. National Religious Party 
ME.s Yehuda Ben-Meir and Ze- 
valon Hammer, who have taken 
up the settlers’ fight, spent the day 
on the spot. They told The Post 
last night that the army had re- 
moved the ropes sround certain 
sections of the mosque which of- 
fended the settlers, and“was keep- 
ing a low profile.” The tvo MBs 
thought that Yom Kippur too would 
pass off quietly, and their general 
impression was that the issze could 
be solved with goodwill on all sides.

fairs. The statement stressed that 
“visits and passing through mos5- 
ques were permissible provided they 
do not conflict with Moslem rights.”

PERES: 


Hit terror where it 
starts; already have 
peace with Jordan 


TEL AVIV, — Transpor; Minister 
Shimon Peres said on Friday that 
Israel must use its power to bring 
about a situation where no terrorist 
will be able to feel at home any- 
where. 

Mr. Peres, who was on 
a Friday night Galei Zahal radio 
interview, also described ‘srael’s 
present relations with Jordan as “a 
de facto peace," better than any 
imaginable formal treaty. 

Τὰ the war against terrorism, Mr. 
Peres said, Israet had to rely first 
and foremost on its own 
alone. He stressed that terrorism had 
to be met wherever it arises, add- 
ing that the war against δ᾽ must 
begin where the terrorism begins 
and must continue until the terror- 
ism ends. 

‘He described as an tmportant step 
forward the American cali at the 
International Civil Aviation Organi- 
zation meeting for sanctions against 
states which give sanctuary to plane 
hijackers. Knowledge that they have 
nowhere to go would have a con- 
alderable restraining effect on poten- 
Hal hijackers, he said. 

Cautioning against formal peace 
negotiations with Jorden, Mr. Peres 
said that “an unspoken coming-to- 


gether of interesig™ had already 
created a “de facto situation of 
peace or quiet” between Israel and 
Jordan which formal negotiations 
would only destroy. 

Noting that politics sometimes 
creates undeclared realities which 
are immeasurably superior to any 
imaginable formal treaty, he said 
that all this could be jeopardized by 
formal taiks, in which King Hussein 
would have no choite but to make 
au umnacceptable demand for Hast 
Jerusalem. 

“IT think there are many Jordan- 
jans who deep in their hearts are 
quite happy with the aituation, for 
not only is the West Bank free of 
them but they are now free of the 
West Bank,” he said. 

Mr. Peres, who serves as chief 
trustee for the Refugees Rehabllite- 
tion Fund, saw life in the adminis- 
tered territories as returning’ to nor- 
mal, especially for the 30 per cent 
of the population who are refugees. 
The fact that the refugees can now 
go out to work and come beck with 
several hundred pounds a month in- 
stead of having to live on miserable 
welfare payments has made a deep 
and wide-ranging e in the 
areas, he concluded.

Phoenician 
ship found 
in Sicily 


MARSALA, Siciliy (UPI). — An 


English archaeological expedition 
has discovered the first well-pre- 
served Phoenician ship known to 
have been found in the Mediterra- 
nean. 


The wooden warship, about 30 


* metres Jong by 514 metres wide, 


was found aimost buried In sand a 
few hundred metres off the coast of 


. Marsala at the westernmost tip of 
Sicily. 


The archaeologists said the ship 
may have been part of the Car- 
thaginian fleet defeated by Rome 
in the battle of the Egadi islands 
off Marsala in 242 B.C.E. 


They seid the vessel was made 
mostly of pine, with the poop made 
of red maple and the keel of a very

Italy tells Libya 
it wants just 
peace in M.E. 


TRIPOLL, Libya (Reuter). — Italy 
is interested in a just solution be- 
ing found for the Arab-Israeli con- 
flict, the new Italian ambassador 
sald here on Thursday on present- 
ing his credentials to Libyan leader 
Muammar Gaddafi. 


The official Libyan News Agency, 
reporting the ceremony, quoted Mr.

Dean Darlington, they all possess

- Prof. Darlington. wito delivered 
the presidential address at the re- 
cent “Jerusalem Chromosome Con- 
ference," is a geneticist by profes- 
sion, and such an outstanding one 
that England's lead in this field is 
probably due to his leadership. But 
he is much more than a scientist 
peering through a microscope at 
* the complement of 47 chramosomes 
a normal person has. “Time” 
Magazine recently called him an 
“intellectual maverick, dedicated τὸ 
setting the scientific establishment 
on its ear.” 

He proudly proclaims himself a 
“racist.” In most scientific circles, 
this phrase nas been a dirty word, 
at least since the times of Nazi 
Germaay. 

But his definition of racist is a 
far cry fram that generally ac- 
cepted. He says simply that there 

‘are “races” and these “races” are 
different in many ways. But ‘their 
differences does not mean that they 
form some spurious scale of merit. 

_They simply and eloquently assert 
evolution’s demand that the species 

-comes in many styles, shapes, per- 
sonality and characters, so that the 
survival of the fittest. in an un- 
predictaoie environment, will never 
be in doubt (to paraphrase a de- 
scription from his book “Genetics 
and Man").

SOVIET BLOC’S CAMPAIGN OF FORGERIES 


Dirty trick department 


By CECIL EPRILE 

NEW YORK (FWF). — Newspaper 
headlines, one day in 1964, described 
how secret documents hidden by 
Nazi leaders in World War I had 
just been discovered by scuba divers 
and a television crew in a Bohe- 
mian lake. The “discovery” of these 
documents led not only to an exten- 
sion of the statute of lUmitation 
on the prosecutions of Nazi war cri- 
minals but ta a revival of antl- 
German feelings and resentments in 
Western Europe. In reality, it is 
claimed, the documents had been 
kept in the Kremlin's files for about 
30 years end were “planted” by 
divers in the Czechoslovakian intelli- 
gence service — with the express 
purpose of embarrassing the West 
Germans. 

This story is told by 8 man who 
claims he took part in the decep- 
tion — “Operation Neptune.” He is 
Ladislav Bittman, a former Czecho- 
slovak intelligence officer who is 
now living in exile in the U.S.; 
he defected in 1968 because of the 
Soviet invasion of Crechoslovakla. 


‘Deception game’ 


In 8. book, “The Deception Game” 
(to te published by the Syracuse 
University Press, New York, on 
October 2), he describes the inner 
workings of the “Department of 
Dirty Tricks." This is “Department 
D" (Disinformation) of which Bitt- 
man was Deputy Director and which 
he maintains, administered the So- 
viet-controlled Czechoslovak — es- 
pionag ge service's “disinformation” 
‘programme. 

- The programme, which he says 
continues to this day, was primarily 
directed against the U.S. and other

patterns to the Hebrews as they 
emerged as a distinct entity.

“In the [Maspora, the Jews were 
considered one race: when they came 
to settle in Israel, they became a 
hundred different races," he laughs. 


“According to your theory,” I sug- 
gested, the Jews in Israel will soon 
‘become 8 people Like all peoples. 
They no longer are dominated by 
their ‘book learning,’ and they are 
no longer shedding thelr weak memi- 
bers.” 


Qutstanding people 


“No," Prof. Darlington replied. “A 
new society will arise here, united 
by national interests, not religious 
ones, and a new ‘book learning’ will 
arise. The Jews will continue to 
‘be an outstanding people.” 


The professor himself comes from 
three national stocks: English, 
Scotch and Welsh, although he prob- 
ably also has some Jewish blood in 
him. “As a matter of fact, most 
Europeans have some Jewish blood 
in ‘them.” 


Western countries — with develop- 
ing countries as “victims.” There 
are, according to Bittman, between 
300 and 400 Soviet bloc “special 
operations" a year. The work of 
Department D in each of the So- 
viet bloc countries is closely super- 
vised by Soviet Intelligence. 

Bittman relates how he was sent 
to Latin America in connection with 
an operation which included forged 
documents alleging that the U.S. 
planned the overthrow of the gov~ 
ernments of Uruguay, Brazil, Chile 
and Cuba. One of these forgeries 
was a letter purporting to have 
been signed by the late J. Edgar 
Hoover, chief of the FBI (Federal 
Bureau of Investigation), indicating 
direct American participation in the 
overthrow of Joao Goulart's Brazi- 
lian Government, 

Disinformation expert 

One of Prague's most successful 
disinformation experts, says Bitt- 
man, was Major Vaclav Louda, who 
at one time served as a Czech in- 
telligence station chief in Canada, 
and who in 1964 was responsible 
for forged documents detailing al- 
leged American” involvement in a 
vonspiracy against President Julius 
Nyerere of Tanzania. The forgeries, 
however, were “full of technical 
defects,” 

An elementary error also crept 
into one of a series of forged do- 
cuments purporting to show that 
“the U.S., Belgium, Spain, Portugal, 
South Africa and Rhodesia were 
preparing to return Moise Tschomhe 
to the Congo” in one letter, under 
the name of the American Ambas- 
sador to Leopoldville—Tshombe was 
incorrectly addressed as *'President”

Today, it is already possible to 
say that a man with two “X"

Less fertile 


“But the feminine man is less 
fertile than the average man: the 
violent man ts of average fertili' 


For the immediate present, Prof. 
Darlington favours “negative gene- 
tle engineering.” By checking the 
chromosomes of an embryo, it is 
to tell if the baby will 
be abnormal. If 30, it would be 
best to abort the foetus. “An ab- 
normal baby is a terrible burden 
for a family,” he says. “Better to 
abort this foetus and hope that the 
next one will be normal.” 

As for “positive genetic engi- 
neering.” it is possible to do this 
already. By mating ‘two persons 
who are excellent “‘chess players, 
musicians, mathematicians, and so 
on, we will invariably produce off- 
spring who are much above average 
in these fields. The problem is that 
they may be good in the selected 
field, but they are quite limited 
and unadaptable in other areas,” 

He does not believe it is pos- 
sible (at least with present know- 
ledge} to breed a race of geniuses 
— for like idiots and homosexuals, 
they rarely have children to whom 
they ‘can pass on their charac- 
teristics. As for women who don't 
want to be mothers, let them have 
ali the abortions they want. 

“The only restriction I would place 
on abortions is a simple one: if 
ἃ woman wants her fun, and then 
an abortion, she, not the public, 
should pay for it.”

Justice Kister then went on to 
consider the significance of section 
3&(e) of the Invalids Law. He con- 
fessed, he said, that he found it 
very difficult to fathom the pur- 
pose of this section. For if it were 
the intention of the legislator to 


.| protect invalids against demands for 


excessive fees, then it was only 
reasonable to expect the legislator 
to protect the interests of invalids 
represented by advocates in their 
original claims before the Pensions 
Officers too. But this was not the 
case, there being no parallel provi- 
sion in the Invalids Law with re- 
spect to proceedings before Pensions 
Officers, 
On the other hand, he continued, 
he did not think that section 33(e) 
prohibited advocates from taking 
fees from invalids without the ap- 
proval of the appeals committee and 
fHegalized any such fees if taken. 
It would appear, therefore, that this 
section merely invalidates advance 
agreements on the fees for appear- 
ing before appeal committees and 
permits invalids to pay only such 
fees as fixed by the committee.

One-third of rural 


people work land 


Jerusalem Pos, Reporter 

TEL AVIV. — About one-third of 
the rural population aged 14 and 
over (69,000 persons) work their 
land, 43,000 full time, and 26,000 
part time. Another third (about 
70,000 persons} work outside their 
villages. The remaining third com- 
prise students, housewives, and 
others in the family who did not 
work at 211. This was learned from 
the first results of an agricultural 
census conducted over a year ago 
and released this week 

These figures were obtained after 
34,000 family Zarms and 282 kib- 
butzim and moshav shitufi'im were 
surveyed. They include 307,000 
persons of whom 205,000 were 14 
and over, 

Other figures showed thet 27 per 
eent of the work days in kibbutzim 
and moshavim shitu@’im are put 
into agriculture; 6.5 per cent are 
put into auxiliary services of which 
only part ere directly connected 
with agriculture; 49 per cent are 
devoted to services, 10 per cent in 
the kibbutz industries and eight per 
cent in ottside work, including re- 
gional projects. In the newer kib- 
butzim, which are still under the 
care of the Jewish Agency, more 
working days were put into agricul- 
ture than in the veteran kibbutzim. 

Fifty-two per cent of the veteran 
farmers in the moshavim work only 
in agriculture, while in the new 


Gaza to have 
second pier 


A second pier will be constructed 
in Gaza port to help cope with in- 
creased cement imports as other 
ports gird for the citrus export sea- 
son, It was announced yesterday, 


The decision was made at a meet- 
ing between ‘Transport Minister 
Shimon Peres and Commerce and 
Industry Minister Haim Bar-Lev. 
Mr. Peres issued instructions to he- 
gin the mediate construction of 
the pier, which will cost ΣΙ ὅση. 


The pier, which is expected to be 
ready at the ning: of 1973, will 
enable Gaza port to handle about 
50 per cent more cement, increasing 
its capacity to 300,000 toms a year. 
Based on current fgures, the cost 
of construction will be covered by 
income of the first two years. 

In addition to the pier, a lighting 
system will be installed in order to 
increase the working hours to 11 
per day.

The division of the population 
among the types of agricultural 
settlement, is as follows: 101,000 in 
the kibbutzim and moshavim shi- 
tufi'im, 100,000 in family farms in 
moshavim, 8§,000 in minority vil- 
lages, {including Beduin), and about 
17,000 in private farms. 

The farms have a total of 5.4 
million dunam of land, 235,000 head 
of cattle 225,000 sheep, and 25 
million head of poultry. 

The kibbutzim and the moshavim 
shitufi'im have about 41 per cent of 
the land; the moshavim only 26 
per cent and the 5,100 private 
farmers 13 per cent of the land. 
This included 2,000 orchards and 
groves which are being cultivated 
by private companies. The remaining 
20 per cent of land was heid by the 
minority villages and about 50 
Beduin tribes. 

These farms had 11,000 vehicles, 
of which 5,000 were cars, 14.700 
tractors and 22,500 other items of 
monile farming machinery. 

The survey took into considera- 
tion only those farms thar produced 
more then 12,000 per year. The 
survey was conducted by the Min- 
istry of Agriculture and the Central 
Bureau of statistics. The figures 
were presented to the press by the 
Minister, Mr. Halm Gvati.

LEBANON'S military and poli- 
tical weakness enabled it to 
opt out of involvement in the 
ix Day War. But the same 
wealmesses which enabled it to 
be spared the ravages of war 
and the loss of territory that 
the Arab combatants suffered, 
have prevented Lebanon from 
being able to keep the terrorists 
from setting up @ mini-state of 
their own on Lebanese territory. 
Divided between Christians 
and Moslems, defended by a tiny 
military force, Lebanon has con- 
side itself both politically and 
militarily incapable of control- 
ling the Arab terrorists operat- 
ing in and from its territory. 
‘The process began in 1968 
when the terrorists begen to es- 
tablish themselves in the foot- 
hills of Mt. Hermon. After the 
country came too near to civil 
war over the increasing danger 
posed by the terrorists, an at-

If it were to act vigor- 
ously against the terrorists, it 
feared its existence as a sover- 
eign state could be endangered 
from within and without.

Because Lebanon after 1048 
proved unwilling to become di- 
rectly involved in any form of 
hostilities with Israel and main- 
tained border quiet, Israel has 
shown considerable understand- 
ing for Beirut's dilemma. In the 
many routine operations to curb 
terrorist activity. Israel forces 
have sought to avoid contact 
with Lebanese forces or civilians. 
Yesterday's major action to 
search out and destroy terrorist 
personnel, bases, and equipment 
will, it is hoped, also strengthen 
the position of those in the 
Lebanon who oppose the terror- 
ists’ presence as a threat to 
Lebanese independence. 

Yesterday’s operation does not 
indicate any change in policy. 
However, it does reflect Israel's 
hardened determination after 
Munich to strike back with 
greater determination at the ter- 
rorists and the countries from 
which they operate. 

Lebanon cannot solve its do- 
mestic dilemmas at the price of 
Israeli lives. Tf it chooses to 
give the terrorists well-nigh 
sovereignty in the south, en- 
abling them to disrupt life on 
the border, then it must also be 
prepared to see Israel take all 
the necessary steps to keep 
order in this region. The terror- 
ists suffered a very considerable 
setback Posterday, although 
many of them were able to es- 
cape the search action by Israel 
forces. It will be up to the 
Lebanon to make sure that they 
cannot restore their position too 
easily.

‘ARABS FAILED TO 


EXPLOIT 


The editor of Al Abram, Mo- 
hammed Hassanein Heykal, said 
Yriday that if Israel had the cholce 
it would have preferred the death 
of the Munich athletes to their suc- 
cesstul kidnapping by Palestinian 
terrorists. 

Mr. Heykal said in his weekly ar- 
ticle thst the Arabs who bore the 
drunt of world reaction to the 
Munich affair—had failed so far 
to make use of the aftermath of the 
affair, 

‘West Germany, in preparing for 
the Olympic Games. was keen to 
erase the traditional picture of Ger- 
man severity and for this reason, 
security precautions had gradually 
been slackened although there were 
warnings from the Arabs and the 
Israelis of possible violence, he said. 

The raid, he said, aroused the 
Germans’ “complex of guilt,” and this 
led the West German Government 
“to be excessive in its reaction and 
to open the door for special Israeli 
security forces to verify that Ger- 
many has done all it could." 

Mr. Heykal, who wes in West 
Germany 2 few days before the in- 
cident, said this was insulting to 
German prestige. 

He added that world consterna- 
tion about the incident was mainly 
motivated by the fact that the 
games might be cancelled. 

These circumstances were an op- 
portunity for Israel which it could 
not fali to exploit, he said: 

“If Israel has the choice between 
the failure of the Paiestine com- 
Taando operation and the safety of 
all its hostagea—and between the 
success of the operation and the 
death of the hostages, the choice 
would have been to sacrifice the 
hos' aa 
He added that this was “to pre- 
pare world and German theatres for 
agitation and sensation and to 


-achieve political and material 


that were not available before." 

Mr. Heykal said the Palestinian 
role in the incident was the “tragic 
touch.” The Palestinians’ logic was 
very simple: “If we are sad why 
should others be joyful?... Why 
should the world forget the tragedy 
of our people? ...and if it tried to 
forget, we will force it to remember 
even by the shock, no matter how 
severe it was.” 

He said there is no reason why the 
Palestinians should not use terror- 
istic methods, because from Deir 
Yassin and Kafr Bir'im. the history 
of the Palestinians has been that of 
organized terrorism. 

The choice of Germany for the 
raid, he said, needed little explana- 
tion for “the Nazi persecution of the 
Jews bes been the main pretext 
after the Second World War for the 
loss of the Arabism of Palestine.” 

Mr. Heykal sald the “rearrange- 
ment and promotion” of Egyptian- 
Soviet retations should be the pri- 
mary target of Cairo's foreign pol- 
icy. He said he was opposed to any 
dialogue with the U.S. and believes

that Washington is not capable at 
present of making efforts aimed at 
Middle East peace.

advisers. 

In an editorial, the daily said the 
blow inflicted on Russia, by Egyp- 
tian President Anwar Sadat was 
severe for several reasons. 

“It was the culmination of a pro- 
cess of erosion of Russian influence 
throughout the Middle East which 
only left Iraq as Moscow's reason- 
ably reliable friend,” the newspaper

It added, “It also deprived Rus- 
sia's Mediterranean fleet of its main 
repair facilities and so seriously 
weakened its threat to the south- 
eastern flank of Nato." 

The newspaper continued, “Neither 
Libya nor the Maghreb countries 
were prepared to be helpful. 

‘Such was the Soviet dilemma 
that there had begun to be specu- 
lation in the West that Moscow 
might take up the Yugoslav cam- 
paign for a neutralization of the 
Mediterranean.” 

It added, however, “The agree- 
ment with Syria seems to have put 
paid te that." 

But, the Herald said, the use of 
two Syrian ports could only be 
partial compensation for the loss of 
the use of Alexandria, Mersa Mat- 
rub and Port Said in Egypt. 

It added, “Syrian politics are no- 
toriously volatile. Damascus can 
offer nothing like the stability of 
Cairo.” (Reuter, UPI)

A discussion of the 
value of repentance, 
the main motif of 

Yom Kippur, which 
begins this evening.

T° contemporary man — aggres- 
sive, brash yet frightened; proud, 
haughty yet confused; meterialistic, 
hedonistic yet idealistic; affirm- 
ing life, living it fully yet intensely, 
seeking its egsemce and qu 

{ts meaning — Teshuva (repentance) 
offers an ideal vehicle for the resol- 
ution of inner conflicts. Tt provides 
the formula to test and judge one’s 
values, one’s goals, and one’s very seli. 
It transcends breast-beating and goes 
beyond self deprivation. Its goalis 
nothing short of the psychological 
and intellectual reconstruction of 
the human personality. 

The motif of Teshuva is every- 
where apparent in the Yom Kippur 
service, in its prayers and in its 
rituals. As the awesome day draws 
to a close, it is ‘highlighted dra- 
matically by ‘the public reading of 
the epic tale — ‘the Book of Jonah. 

Jonah, the prophet, 13 summon- 
ed ‘by God to go to Nineveh to 
preach and teach repentance. It was 
his calling to transform a corrupt, 
morally depraved and sin-infested 
elty into a elty of God. 

Attempted flight 

Jonah js appalled by ‘this monu- 
mental ‘task and opts to flee from 
God. The subsequent serles of events 
ere well known. Jonah books pas- 
sage in a boat out of Yaffo, is 
overtaken by a violent storm at 
sea, Is thrown overboard and is 
.Swallowed by a huge fish. There, 
in the bowels of the “whale,” in the 
depth of the Mediterranean, Jonah 
regrets his foolish act, repents his 
sin, prays to God for forgiveness 
and is finally cast out upon the 
shore. Ἂ 

He proceeds to Nineveh and 
arouses the people to Teshuva. The 
inhabitants, ‘in an extraordinary ef- 
fort, heed the call of God and re- 
spond to the appeal of the prophet. 
They fast and pray to the Lord 
and repent their evil ways. Tue 


‘Almighty accepts ‘their genuine 


prayers, and withdraws his threat 
to destroy the city. 

The Rabbis and commentators 
found little difficulty explaining the 
choice of the Book of Jonah as the 
Haftara on the Day of Atonement. 
Since repentance and forgiveness 
are so prominent a feature of the 
narrative, the selection was natural. 

Rabbi Israel Meir Kagan of Radin 
(popularly known by ‘his pen-name, 
the title of ‘his famous book, “Ha- 
fetz Haim”) was unimpressed with 
the simplistic explanation that ‘its 
motif of Teskuva made it ap-

propriate for a day dedicated to 
Teshuva, He felt that the Book of 
Jonah is not unique in its repen- 
tance and forgiveness themes. The 
very same message is readily found 
in all the prophets. He further 
quotes from Rabbi David A‘bu- 
Darham, a fourteenth century scho- 
lar, who explains the choice of the 
Book of Jonah 85 a lesson that man 
can never escape from God. 

Without challenging these ob- 
vious truisms, he yet feels that 
such a stress can lead only to de- 


spair. The truly repentant man who - 


embarks on the long and difficult 
road of return to God and good- 
ness, is.in need of support and re- 
assurance. He must be encouraged 
to believe in his capacity to aban- 
don the corrupt and immoral - life 


and assured of his ability to re-" 


create his self. 


Preaches humility 


We read the Book of Jonah, says 
the Hafetz Haim, not only because 
its theme 18 repentance, not only 
because it preaches humility, but 
because it is a “success story.” It is 
the record of a sinner and sinners 
who rise from the abysmal depths of 
transgression and depravity to the 
heights of repentance and goodness. 
Jonah, who sins ‘by thinking that 
he can escape God, and who makes 
the futile effort of escape, redeems 
himself and fulfils his mission. 
The citizens of Nineveh -who had 
turned their backs on God and mo- 
rality perform the miraculous self- 
transformation in response to Jo- 
nah’s exhortations. 


HOWTO PROTECT 
FIVE MILLION 
BEER DRINKERS 
FROM TERROR

MUNICH. — 
TT Olympic flags are down in 
Munich. The great information 
office in the Marienhof, once hum- 
ming like a central bus station, is 
manned by one person closing the 
retreat. The city is bracing its 
throat for the Oktoberfest, the 
Breatest beer festival in the world. 
Despite its name, this fest is held 
in the latter part of September so 
that early snow will not reduce 
thirst, and it brings to Munich five 
million visitors, a million more than 
the total attendance at the Olym- 
pic Games. 

The Oktoberfest began in 1810 as 
Β harvest festival, put it was soon 
converted into a beery Bacchanal 
The highlight of the official open- 
ing, after a massive procession, is 
the drawing of the first litre of beer 
by the Lord Mayor of Munich, after 
which dedicated beer drinkers get 
down to a liquid fortnight of wor- 
ship of that combination of bariey, 
hops and water for which Munich 
is so justly renowned. 

A taxi-driver told me: “From our 
point of view, the Oktoberfest is 
much hetter than the Olympic 
Games. The Games brought people 
to sit in the Stadium and watch 
sport; very good for sport, but not 
for our business, During the Okto- 
berfest they go from place to place, 
trying the different beers, sensible 
men don't drive and leave their 
cars behind; those without sense are 


stopped from driving anyway by 
the police.” 


Great question 


The festival starts on Theresien- 
wiese, a vast area dedicated to car- 
nivals, near the heart of the city. 
And the great question looming 
over Munich now is: How can five 
million drinkers be protected from 
an attack by Arab terrorists, deter- 
mined to take hostages for the three 
held in different Bavarian prisons? 
If the Olympic Village proved to be 
so vulnerable, how can an open 
city be guarded? 

Qne answer has been to round 
up all potential Arab troublemakers, 
even at the risk of harassing peace- 
fui and law-abiding Arabs, of whom 


there are many in Munich. The 
hatred of the Arabs for ruining the 
Games, which were to commemo- 
rate the new image of Germany, is 
so intense that the Germans are not 
sympathetic to “good” Arabs who 
are suffering inconvenience. Another 
precaution taken is the institution 
of strict searches of baggage, even 
on internal air flights. Before the 
Games, catching a Lufthansa plane 
from place to place in Germany was 
rather like getting a “sherut” from 
Tel Aviv to Jerusalem. Now it is 
@ major operation, and even the 
worthiest burghers are meticulously 
searched. 


Road precautions 

Some precautions are also being 
taken on the roads. When we drove 
from Austria inte Germany, our 
Israeli were carefully ex- 
amined and we were kept waiting 
many weary minutes while photo- 
graphs and lists were scrutinized. 
It was hard to understand why the 
authorites suspect the Arabs are 
more likely to masquerade as Is- 
raelis than as other people but 
that seems to be the Position, 

Such precautions can ‘be af tittle 
avall against determined terrorists 
using any kind of ingenuity. Munich 
is such a great communications 
centre that it obviously cannot be 
seale@ off. Moreover a city welcom- 
ing five million visitors, coming 
every imaginable means of trans- 
port, ranging from jet planes to 
Bikers: boots, cannot process all of 

em. 

‘Basically, the Germans know that 
the only answer to the threat of the 
taking of hostages is the one given 
at Fuerstenfeldbruck 2irfield, not to 
surrender to this type of blackmail. 
It is a grim, hard response, one 
which democracies are slow to give. 
It will be remembered that even 
Israel gave in to the first hijackers, 
and we recall the alacrity with 
which England handed over Leila 
Khaled when British hostages were 
captured by terrorists. Perhaps the

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Indeed, this double motif of hu- 
mility and encouragement, of ego- 
dissolution and ego-support is ap- 
parent im all the Teshwva exhor- 
tations.
